of consideration as was disposed of m 
ih* Wilson bill in three weeks 


The Republicans generally concede 


that good progress has been made, but 
they are not inclined to felicitate 
ll.einselvea too much until they see 
what policy is to be pursued when 
questions of more general Interest ara 
reached than have vet been broached 


The sugar schedule in all probability 


oxute more prolonged and ani 


mated debate than any other in the 
bill 
The Democrats are making very 


extensive preparations for the dlscus- 
»ion of this schedlule and several set 
speeches will be made upon it.

On Thursday night, May 13, the 


Jones took on a cargo of rifles, ma- 
chetes, rapid-fire guns and 
ammuni- 


tion at the wharf of the Wilmington, 
Newbern and Norfolk railway, in the 
southern limits of the city 


Before she had entirely finished her 


cargo a report was started that officers 
were approaching and that the revenue 
cutter Mornll was getting up steam 
Taking alarm at this the Jones pulled 
out and anchored outside 


The schooner John D 
Long was 


shortly 
afterward towed out to sea, 


going past the revenue cutter Colfax 


On the schooner were General Nu- 


nez and another officer ot the Cuban 
army, a Cuban pilot and Captain John 
O'Brien of the filibustering tug Daunt- 
less 
At the sea buoy they went on 


board the Jones, anchored near by 
anc1 Captain O'Brien took charge 01 
the expedition. 


Off Palm Beach, on the coast of Flor 


ida, 62 Cubans were taken on board 
The Jones then towed thp schooner to 
the Bahamas and anchored in the open 
sea on Tuesday, May 18 On May 2 
the filibuster Dauntless came alongsid 
the Jones and the schooner

•with Captain O'Brien in commas

Vegetable Fython. 


Three of the most dangerous of vege- 


tative plants in the world are the can- 
nibal tree of Australia, the death or 
grapple plant of South Africa and the 
vegetable python of New Zealand. 


The cannibal tree grows up in the 


shape of a huge pineapple and attains a 
height of 11 feet It has a series of 
broad, boardlike leaves growing in a 
fringe at the apex, which forcibly 
bring to mind a gigantic Central 
American agave, and these faoardlike 
leaves, from 10 to 12 feet in the smaller 
specimens and from 15 to 20 feet in the 
larger, hong to the ground and are 
easily strong enough to bear the weight 
of a man of 140 pounds or more. In the 
ancient times this tree was worshiped 
by the native savages under the name of 
the devil tree, a part of the interest- 
ing ceremony being the sacrifice of one 
of their number to its all too ready ern- 
braca The victim to be sacrificed was 
driven up the leaves of the tree to the 
apes, and the instant tho so called pis- 
tils of the monster were touched the 
leaves would fly together hke a trap, 
Brushing the life ont of the intruder.

The vegetable 
python, which is

of the clusia, being provided with a 
pulp and very pleasant to the tropical 
birds which feed thereon, are carried 
from tree to tree and deposited on the 
branches. Here germination begins 
The leafy stem slowly rises, while the 
roots flow, as it were, down the trunk 
until the soil is reached. Here and there 
they branch, changing their conrse ac- 
cording to the direction of any obstruc- 
tions met with. Meanwhile from these 
rootlets leafy branches have been de- 
veloped, which, pushing themselves 
through the canopy above, get into the 
light and enormously accelerate their 
growth. 


Now a metamorphosis takes place, 


for the hitherto soft aerial roots begin 
to harden and spread wider and wider, 
throwing ont side branches, which flow 
into ana amalgamate with each other 
until the whole tree trunk is bound m a, 
series of irregular living hoops. From 
this time on it is a struggle of life and 
death between the forest giant and the 
entwining clusia. Like an athlete the 
tree tries to expand and burst its fet- 
ters, causing the bark to bulge between 
every interlacing, but success and free- 
dom are not for the captive tree, for the 
moncter clnsia has made its bands verv 
numerous and wide. Not allowed ex- 
pansion, the tree soon withers and dies, 
and tbe strangler is soon expanded into 
a great bush, almost as large as the 
mass of branches and foliage it has 
effaced. It is truly a tragedy in tho 
world of vegetation.—Los 
Angeles 
Herald.

If the land was fall plowed, it 


should bs harrowed as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground and the soil dry 
enough to prevent sticking. 
Spring 


plowed land should also be ar once 
thoroughly harrowed. 
To secure 


good crop, it is absolutely necessary to 
kill all the weeds in the ground before 
seeding. Here is where most failures 
occur, as if weeds are allowed to get a 
start, culture of the young beets in- 
volves much unnecessary and expensive 
hand work. After the first harrowing 
allow the weeds to grow as much as 
possible until ready to plant the beet 
seed. This is usually about two weeks 
or so earlier than the average farmer 
would think of planting corn. 


To prepare a good seed bed, work tbe 


soil four to five inches deep with a pul- 
verizer or corn cultivator, once length- 
wise and once crosswise. Then harrow 
lengthwise and crosswise, to level the 
soil perfectly and finish killing the 
weeds. After this pack the top soil to a 
depth of two to three inches with a 
heavy roller. Never tise a plank float 
for this work, as it does not pack tho 
ground well and will leave it in shape 
to be easily blown away or badly wash- 
ed. The better the soil is packed after 
the weeds are killed the better the beet 
seed will sprout This work must be 
done when the ground is in good work- 
ing condition, yet not too damp, and 
the working of wet soil must be avoid- 
ed. Beet seed reqnires considerable 
moisture to germinate; therefore in dry 
weather or in. an average season, the 
seed bed must be prepared and the seed 
planted the same day, this being the 
only way in which the moisture can be 
kept iu the ground under usual condi-

Notwithstanding all that has been 


written about the southern cowpea, 
many persons confound the Canada 
pea with the southern pea. Many wish 
to know whether they should sow cow- 
peaa with oata lor forage. A -writer in 
The National Stockman explains that 
"only the Canada pea ib used in this 
way. In the north oats and peas furnish 
a fair amount of good feed per acre, but 
in southern Ohio neither oats nor Can- 
ada peas, nor both together, are profit- 
able forage crops in comparison with 
corn. This is probably true, though in 
less degree, in northern Ohio." At the 
experiment station Professor Hickmar, 
says that'"neither peas nor oats have 
given sufficient yields when 
grown 


alone to warrant their uee as a forage 
crop, but where grown together they 
have given relatively a much higher 
yield, enough higher to justify further 
experiment.'' 


The authority fisst quoted says: "On 


the other hand, the cowpea is a south- 
ern bean, and its use in southern Ohio 
is confined to the renovation of worn or 
foul land. It ia eown the first of June, 
after cold rains are past It is a legume, 
taking nitrogen from tbe air; has ex- 
tensive root growth, and furnishes a 
good coat, of vines that are converted 
into h-dmus in the ground when turned 
under. I have used it with much profit 
whore clover fails, and could not afford 
to abandon this plant, but it is not to 
be reckoned a forage plant north of • the 
Ohio river."

Crimson Clover. 


The cliinato and soil of Delaware are 


peculiarly adapted to the successful 
growth of crimson clover. Rural New 
Yorker explains that in colder climates 
and on heavier soils this clover cannot 
be expected to do so well, aad this lack 
of growth must change the system of 
using fertilizers in connection with it 
In tho north we mnst evidently use ex- 
tra nitrate of soda to secure a more noi- 
nbleformof nilruguii. VTith tho long, 
hot seasons of the south tho organic 
terms of nitrogen will be more useful; 
there is a larger season for nitrification. 
Tho shorter season and colder springs of 
the north make moro soluble nitrogen a : 
necessity. We notice that northern 
farniera who have made n careful study 
of tho fertilizer problem generally agrco 
thai at least one-third of tho nitrogen 
should he iu tho form of nnrnte of so- 
da. In ochcr -words, it is hkoly that 
more of the nitrogen ia a clover sod 
would be liberated during ono season iu 
Delaware than in Connecticut. Anoth- 
er thing about crimson clover is the 
fact that it must bo fed. Tho clover ia 
tho crop on which to put the. potash 
and tho bouo or rook. Some fanners 
buy crimson clover seed and sow it on 
tho poorest land they have without 
manure or fertilizers. Of course they 
fail. The minion of this plant w not to 
live on nothing.' You must givo it pot- 
ash and phosphoric ucid, and it will 
ttoal thy intTOgPti to RO with them.

Over the surface of this macadam 


hould be placed a finely broken stone, 
or gravel Is better, sufficient to level 
ir smooth the -surface, and then roll 
he surface with a heavy steam roller. 
The advantage of this process gives 
great strength and durability to the 
road, since tbe-=tone broken to sUes 
of two or two and one-halt inches in 
diameter are -scr strong that theheav- 
est, trucks and wagons cannot crush 
ihem, and the wagons passing over 
the surfa< e of the roads have the 
effect of packing down the stone, 
while the wear on the road is only at 
!,he surface which Is very slight, if 
tept level and- smooth. 


The gravel or fine material at the 


top keeps the road level. It also 
fills the spsoa between the stone at 
the surface so as to make it imperv- 
ious to water, thereby causing the 
water to run to the sides of the road 
rather than ta settle down and soften 
tlie subgrade. When a road is so 
constructed it becomes as level as a 
floor, and with a moderate expense, 
will continue a good road for many 
years. 


DETECrc IN PRESENT SYSTEM 
Our present system (if It can be 


called a system) is the most extrava- 
gant and wasteful known. There 
has been more money wasted in Allen 
county, because improperly applied 
In road construction, than would pay 
the 
total Indebtedness of Allen 


county and the city of Lima. This 
waste has occurred and now continues 
because a bad plan was originally, 
through ignorance, adopted, and has 
been, for some unaccountable cause 
continued. 


In ike-first place, the road bed is 


on a roaa wltnoui any 


gravel to hold it in place so the 
wheels may pack it down solidly, it 
rolls about like marbles and at times 
is almost impassable; and over such 
a surface of rolling stones it is very 
difficult to draw a heavy load.

cr cheap or expensive education, for 
that matter. We hare had all kinds in 
floods for nearly three centuries on this 
side of the ocean. Has that prevented 
us from developing all the evils of the 
other nations, ancient or modern? Are 
not certain evils -worse today than ever, 
and in onr own country more intense 
than anywhere else? "What is the object 
of that education of oars? To teach men 
how to rise by climbing onctop of each 
other. Also to keep men satisfied -with 
all otir present basic social iniquities. 


Free education -which does not teach 


men how to be free, but how to accept 
oppression as all right or inevitable! 
Free education which compels every 
brother to get the best of some other 
one, lest he himself go down to the 
bottom and live and die in that bot- 
tom, with his wife and children! And 
•why should over 90 per cent of our own 
people need to have free state education 
any more than free state soup? Because 
of that very farcical freedom of ours 
that tells men: There you are, if yoc 
want bare wages for a bare living, un- 
derbid each other, and when yon can- 
not get any wages hang yourgelf. If 
you only have a little wealth to begin 
life with as yonr own employer, well, 
then, wherever yon go, around any 
town or city, or however far from either, 
yon ahall find that good brother of yours 
— the landlord — who shall take all thpt 
little wealth of yours, or pretty near, so 
that you. may be able to have an insig- 
nificant fragment of God's planet where 
you can try to make both ends meet 
And we shall see that it is as hard as 
possible for yon to make those ends 
meet? How? We shall plaster the whole 
nation with corporations and wests. 


Corporations! Trusts! Whatara they? 


Governmental abdications of public du- 
Ues. That -which the individual or a 
group of them cannot do without beg- 
ging for favors, ''laws of privilege,"' 
from kings or legislative bodies, that is 
» .public function, to be performed by 
th* municipality or the nation -under 
officials to be nothing bat the clerks of 
the respective voters, the latter to de- 
cide in annual elections the basic, busi- 
nesslike principles on which the officials 
should preside over this or that func- 
tion, only the trifling details to be left 
to their officers, and even those details 
subject to modification by popular vote 
It ia under some such process that we 
would have freedom, the real article, 
and not the aharn kind about which we 
have been always bragging. 
- Bnt where can you" see any such Gbu- 
ceptions of freedom? Not among our 
t.500,000 teachers, civil or religious, in 
church or state, under pay or without 
pay, with the possible exception of a 
few reform teachers in » few reform 
papers repudiated by all the so called 
respectable elements of the nation. 
And for the sake of being counted 
among the respectable most men are 
willing to be aa dumb as mummies in 
any reform worth talking about. As a 
matter of fact, we don't even have free- 
dom of speech in the midst of onr free 
education. Onr very institutions are not 
free. If they were, they would give to 
tho humblest worker the power to fully 
feed his children with physical as well 
aa mental food, and so the power of 
paying for the education of his childreu. 
Please tell rne why not? 


Oar education, whether free or paid 


for, has not yet taught men one of the 
moat important truths in life. It is as 
follows: Any mixture of clear water 
with dirty water makes a combination 
totally unfit to drink. The same hap- 
pens with tbo social organization. Any 
mixture of laws of freedom with laws 
of oppression (we call them laws of 
privilege, in order not to upset our deli- 
cate nervous system ) any such mixture 
has always produced, and shall always 
produce, a social status totally unfit for 
real manhood io develop on the face of 
the earth. All evil would rapidly dis- 
appear from among men if we, with 
our infernal insanity that we call prog- 
ress, did not insist upon the necessity of 
railing some good with all evil and 
thus give to the latter the potentiality 
of self existence, imparted to evil by 
that which is good, good alone being 
self existent, while evil, if left ail alone, 
is self destroying. 


Take human history from beginning 


to end. If you condfime all its lessons 
into one, in the life of nations as well 
as in the personal life of every man, 
wise or ignorant, poor or rich, demon or 
saint, what do yon find? You find that 
all pfirva/Jirs^ ^itiisntHble !aw nust r°- 
ferred to in the previous paragraph. No 
positive good can ever come from any 
mixture of good and evil, neither in ruy 
own acts as a man nor in my own acts 
as a citizen 
The latter completes the 


former. A man is not a full man or 
anything like it until he i» » full uti- 
zeu, 
aud as such stands squarely upon 


tbo ffuppresmon of all social evils, to be 
replaced by fundamental social right-

fcconomy. He wrote five or six cohtmns 
of copy each week and tried to sell the 
storioa to the Stuiday papcri Now and 
then he sold something, bat his income 
dnrnig the six months was about $2. 50 
per week, his total earnings for that 
pcriori, ui fact, being only $70. Never- 
theless he nutiiaged to lrve without bor- 
rowing any money, for he had no 
friends in Chicago from whom he could 
borrow, utid he was too proud to write 
home for money. Instead he wrote 
home glowing tales of the progress 
which he was making and told of tha 
advantages of newspaper work in a big 
city and its consequent rewards. 


Fei\ people would believe that a man 


could live in Chicago for six months on 
$70, but lie did it. Of course ho did not 
dine at afashiouablerestaorant. He ate 
his meals on Clart street at some sacri- 
fice of his pride, bttt without the knowl- 
edge of any of his acquaintances. 
.No 


one would know where he ate, for none 
of tho men whom he saw during the 
day would go to such a place. His 
meals usually cost him 5 cents each, 
and they were good meals, in quantity, 
if not m quality. 


You can buy a luxurious breakfast on 


Clark street for 5 cents. It will consist 
of three eggs, bread, butter and coffee, 
and anyone inclined to doubt the state- 
ment can go and try the meals. The 
places are easily found. There are al- 
ways big signs outside of them contain- 
ing names of the articles of food and 
the prices 
For 5 cents he bought his 


dinner, which consisted of any kind of 
meat, potatoes, bread and coffee. A 
similar bill of fare at the same expense 
formed his supper. Sometimes he would 
pay 10 cents for his dinner, and then 
he would get two more vegetables and 
some pie for dessert. Thus his meals 
cost 15 cents a day, or $1.05 a week. 


He slept in a 10 cent lodging hou&e 


in the same room with a half dozen oth- 
er men. The beds were small, but he 
always slept soundly, and none of the 
inmates knew him. 
They were not in- 


quisitive and -were too much bothered 
by their own troubles to care to ask bis 
Seventy cents a week was the cost of 
bis lodging. This was a total of fl.Vf 
for a week's board and lodging. His 
other fixed expenses were for tobacco, 
newspapers and writing paper. He 
smoked a pipe, the tobacco costing 10 
cents a week. He had to buy a couple 
of newspapers each day, -which meant 
25 cents a week, although sometimes 
he would look at those in the reading 
rooms of the libraries. His copy paper 
cost him only 10 cents a week, leaving 
»,m»rgin of 80 cents. 


The only drawb"ack about sleeping u 


a 10 cent lodging house was that then 
was no place afforded in which to write 
bat ho used to go to the public or New 
berry library and do his writing there, 
•where there are ample facilities. Most 
of his time was spent in traveling 
around on the streets looking for good 
Sunday stories. 


Such was the life he led for sis 


months. A few weeks ago he was given 
a place as a spare writer ou the city 
utaff. Sow he earns §iO or $13 a week, 
and he is able to live more luxuriously. 
Bit the reporter is now willing to be- 
lieve, as he knows by practical csperi 
euce, that a .man who can make $2 01 
|8 a week nwd not starve in a big city

His able tditoriiils 
during the campaign bringing up po- 
lititsii matters of tht; past sliowed care- 
to! research, and thoy were copied \vi<l(- 
ly. It was while editor of The Journal 
that he was one day stopped on the 
street by an old lady whom he had nev- 
er seen before and ariced to write up the 
wedding of her daughter, which occur- 
red thfa night before. 


Blaine ha£ ?erved his time in con- 


fess and went to Maine to speak dur- 
ing his campaign, when at the close of 
his speech he began shaking bands with 
the masses crowded around him. An 
old lady -with wrinKled brow and whit- 
ened hair, bearing a babe in her amis, 
approached and offered her hand. 


"Why, how rto you do?" said Mr. 


Blaine. 
"Where's that daughter of 


yours I wrote np that wedding notice 
about?" 


"Poor Lucy is dead," said the old la- 


dy, and her eyes filled with tears. 


This is her child." 
The man with tlie big, kind heart 


reached over and kissed the little bine 
eyed girl. 


During tho Grceley campaign m 1873 


ex-Governor Cumback of Indiana spoke 
•with Mr. Blaine in Springfield, U. This 
was early in tho campaign. Just before 
the election Mr. Cumbaek was sent up 
in Elaine's state to make a speech. He 
was told by the committee thai: ho 
would find Maine people very stiff and 
inhospitable and quite different from 
the western people. Mr. Cum back was 
surprised, however, at his enthusiastic 
reception, there being largo crowds 
everywhere, and he never had a nioru 
pntbusia^tic meeting than at Augusta. 
He told Elaine of tht; incident and his 
agreeable disappointment. 


"Oh." said the statesman, "they had 


a man of unuFual stuff to get diem 
stirred up! Sncli a man on a speech as 
you are vronld bare a good repntariou 
anywhere.'' 


"But what do yon know about my 


speech!-'' asked the governor. 


"Didn't you spe:ik with me over at 


Springfield':" said Blaine in a way as a 
reminder. Then he went ahead oud told 
Mr. Cumbnck all about his speech, of 
tho crowd present and gave promptly 
all the main points of the speech and 
evPn named the pxrry with them. He 
also remembered at what hotel they put 
np and what Jay of the week it was. 


Another instance of Elaine's great 


memory is cited in the following story, 
as told by Mr. Cuinbat'k: 


Daring the Warfield campaign Mr. 


Blaim- spoke in Cumback's town. He 
was entertained by Mr. Cumback and 
driven over town. 


'•TUt'ro's a sick man in that house 


there thut lias been tsJking yon up for 
president for four or five years,''f-aid 
the governor, "arid he thinks them is 
uo one like Jim Blaiue." 


"Me for president;" said Blaine. 
"Yes, you for president 
Do you 


want to stop and go iu to see him u 
xuimito? Kothing would please him bel- 
ter." 


They went, in and remained a few 


j minutes. Blaine trotted the children on 


bis Jap and talked freely with the sick 
man, 
whcso name was David Kcrr. 


Blaine and the governor met at Gar 


field's inaugural ion. 


•"How are you, Will?'1 asked Blaine. 


And he asked all about thii nieu ho had 
met iu Cumback's town several mouths 
before and called nearly all of them by 
their first names. "Oh, yes,'" ho said, 
''how is Davo Kerr? Did he ever get 
well? Poor fellow, be suffered terribly. 
And these little children, how about 
them?" 


This may be considered a wonderful 


feat of memory. It was in October when 
he met these people, and it was on the 
4th of March, nearly five months after- 
ward, that he recalled bis visit, re- 
membering the name of every person 
he was introduced to on thut day. Hi 
had seen a million people since thai 
rime and had Miakeii hands with am: 
met thousands.

When the 
iiiip Las linitfned discharging oer 
cargo, the sailors sweep Ler out to 
make ready for the next cargo, and 
the results of the sweepings are 
their perquisites. 


The vessels which I like to buy 


from most are Those which contain 
corn and those which, have a gen- 
eral cargo of dry goods. As regards 
the returns, they both pay very 
well. But there is far more chance 
of finding something in the latter 
:argo which will give m6 a better 
issortment. For instance, I bought 
x bag of sweepings once which con- 
tained lump sugar, haricot beans, 
maize, split peas, nuts of nearly ev- 
ery description, candles, nails, two 
bottles of ink and a packet of writ- 
ing paper. 


Some years ago I was offered a 


cask containing something unknown 
that had been picked up at sea. 
I 


;ave 5 shillings for tbe lot, and took 
it away. 1 noted the name on the 
cask, and during the same evening 
asked a friend if he knew anybody 
who would buy the contents of the 
cask. He never said one word as to 
the nature of the stuff to me. but 
must have gone Ktraight to the po- 
lice station, for within half an. hour 
there were nearly a dozen policemen 
at my place, demanding to know 
where the cask ot dynamite was 
which I had offered for sale. At the 
time these policemen arrived there 
were over 40 pounds lying in front 
of the tire to dry! 


Quite tbe reverse from this, how- 


ever, was a cask I bought from a 
bargeman for half a ciown. It con- 
tained what I thought to be a lot of 
dirty pieces of marble, and was 
picked up on the beach near Dun- 
genes?. I placed it in the store and 
thought no more about it until some 
three months later, when my son 
told me lie had sold it for £30 lo a 
gentleman who had come to fetch 
some oil I had previously sold him. 
I afterward ascertained that it was 
a cask of the best india rubber in a 
raw state, and its value was about 
twice what the gentleman gave for 
it. But I was very well satisfied, 
considering I 'disposed of it at the 
rate of 23.300 per cent, returnable 
in three mouths. 


Tea and coffee are sometimes not 


very clean, hut there is not alway 
any injurious dirt mixed up with 
them. T sell nothing that is not 
pure, and have u printed card hang- 
ing in the shop to that effect. 


Most of the maize, barley and oth- 


er grain I sell as mixed corn for 
poultry food. But the beans and the 
best part of the wheat pass through 
a sifting machine, containing 30 
sieves of various sizes. The wheat 
is then sent to the mill and ground, 
after which 1 turn it into bread. 
This I onn sell at a profit at half the 
usual price. 


So. I do not think my peculiai 


trade encourages pilfeiiiig. 
profits do not allow of that. At the 
present tune I am open to buy any- 
thing under the Bun, from the loose 
cement which falls out of the bags 
to tho pieces of straw which are al 
ways to be necn lying about after »i 
carefully 
packed cargo.— Loniioi

There has been cons' derabte agita- 


tion in reference to introducing seme 
reforms in the matter of constructing 
roads, highways and streets in Allen 
county, and an association is being 
formed for the purpose, not of antag- 
onizing the road officers, but to In- 
duce them to adopt some methods 
which experience and the judgment 
of men qualified to speak have demon- 
strated to be the best in the building 
o? highways. 


There can be no doubt tiiat under 


the present system of constructing 
macadamized roads and streets, and 


\ nelr repair, there is a waste of a 


Urge portion of the revenue raised by 
taxation for that purpose. 


The subject should be considered, 


naturally, under three sub-divisions: 
The drainage of the roadbed, the 
pieparation of the sub-grade, and 
the material to be used in the con- 
struction of macadamized roads. 


DBAINAQE OF ROADBED. 


The drainage is the first considera- 


tion, and this can not be successfully 
accomplished by open ditches at the 
side of the road. 
There should 


always be §nch open. ditches, and 
they should be kept clear so as to 
carry off the surface water during 
heavy rainfalls, but drain tiles are of 
the greatest importance to the road 
bed and should be placed at both 
sides of the highway, unless it is pos- 
sible to lay one line between the 
stoned road and the dirt road and one 
line on the other side of the piked 
portion from it, always having two 
lines of tile along the road and car- 
ried to an outlet of some ditch or 
stream crossing the road. The tiles 
should be three, four or five inches In 
diameter, depending upon the fall or 
grade of the road, the distance to the 
outlet and the nature of the soil. 
Good judgment is required in this as 
it should be in the expenditure of all 
public moneys. 


The tile should be placed, never 


less than two feet, and as much deep 
er down to three feet as the surround- 
ing conditions will permit; as, for ex 
ample, the grade of the road, the fall 
to the outlet and nature et the soil 
as to density. 


The tile ditches should be placed 


between the side open ditches and 
the macadamized portion of the road, 
or as close to the pike as possible. 


In building new pikes a single line 


of tile of proper size might answer if 
placed carefully in the center of the 
graded road to a proper outlet with 
good open side ditches. Boafls so 
drained, within t it o hours after a rain 
are better for travel than many of 
the present pikes, and by proper at 
tention to the surface can be main- 
tained with but little expense. 


The present system in Allen county 


is defective because this necessary 
drainage Is not provided. The coun- 
ty commissioners expect or require 
the township trustees to prepare the 
roadbed, and the writer has seen 
stone placed on roadbeds where the 
water was standing, and within one 
year the stone was burled BO deep in 
the mud that the entire cost was lost 
to the taxpayers of the county, and 
benefitted no one. 


Proper tile 
drainage will cost 


about 9200 to $250 per mile. All the 
pikes already built should be tile 
drained, and the commissioners of the 
county ought to expend the road fuud 
in this direction before putting any 
more stone upon uodralned roads or 
pikes. 


THE PRKPABATION OF THE SUB-GRADE. 


Next to the proper drainage the 


most important matter is, the prepa- 
ration of the roadbed, which should 
be graded and leveled. The grade 
should conform as nearly as possible 
to the natural surface of the ground, 
unless cuts or fills bs ^a3e to avoid 
too steep grades. 


The width of the road should be 


proportioned to the extent it will be 
traveled. The main roads leading 
into the city should have a width of 
macadam so that two vehicles may 
pass, as well as a dirt road at the 
side, for a distance of one or two 
miles from the city limits. This 
would be best on all roads, but econo- 
my requires that the less traveled 
roads have macadam only sufficient 
for one vehicle, * and a dirt road at 
the side. 


The road should be of proper slope 


towards the sides to insure that all 
water will shed into ditches and 
drains. The slope of the surface 
should be greater than that of the 
road after the macadam Is p'aced 
thereon—that it, the fall should be 
more for the earth surface than of 
the stone top. The effect of this Is 
to have a greater depth of stone on 
the sides where the vehicles run than 
in the center where there is not so 
heavy traffic. This will insure the 
prompt) drainage of any water passing 
through the macadam. 


The next important move In the 


building of a permanent road is to 
thoroughly pack the earth surface so 
as to Insure a solid road bed. Ex-
